Witnesses establish 
case at local hearing

Provo High School auditorium was filled to near 
capacity Saturday at a public hearing on the threat of 
foreign steel imports to the local economy. 


Reps. Gunn McKay (D-Utah) and John Murtha (D- 
Pa.), members of the executive board of the Con- 
gressional Steel Caucus, recorded statements of 15 wit- 
nesses who had submitted early requests for the oppor- 
tunity to address the hearing. The hearing was then 
opened for public testimony. 


For every one million tons of foreign steel imported 
into the United Stated, 5,000 steel workers are not em- 
ployed, McKay said. 

‘The 14.3 million tons imported last year represents an 
estimated loss of 70,000 jobs across the nation which not 
only hurts Utah steel companies, but also the Utah 
economy, he added. 


In his introductory remarks, Murtha received an 
enthusiastic ovation from the assembly when he said it 
was time to take care of the people in this country. 


He explained since World War I, Americans have 
been “‘pouring out help” to foreign countries, having 
built 42 steel plants in nine separate countries. Now 
these countries are ‘‘subsidizing their employment and 
dumping their unemployment in this country.” 


‘Unfair competition’ 


Speaking for Geneva employees, Henry A. Huish, 
general superintendent of the Geneva Works, said, “We 
are engaged in fighting the most intense, unfair com- 
petition ever known to our industry. 


“The invasion of subsidized foreign steel this year has 
virtually nullified the progress our steel-making team 
has achieved over the years to strengthen our own com- 
petitive position.” 

‘The impact of unfair trade practices on Geneva Works 
this year has been “devastating,” he added. Foreign 
steel during the first quarter of 1977 claimed 33.7 per- 
cent of the total market in the west, with projections for 
the fourth quarter estimated at 37.2 percent, Huish said. 

“Third World nations don’t have the need for the steel 
they produce so they must export it to foreign markets,’ 
Sen. Orrin G. Hatch (R-Utah) expressed in a statement 
read by his state administrative assistant, C. McCain 
Haddow. 


“The U.S. with its huge market and unsatiable ap- 
petite for steel products is the obvious market to enter. 
‘These foreign competitors are willing to dump steel into 
this market at a price below production costs for the sole 
reason of forcing the American producers out of 
business. ‘They do not hesitate to absorb this loss if it 
means the ultimate end of American steel-producing 
capability and capacity,” Hatch said. 


Market insufficient 


Many try to excuse the current situation as a tem- 
porary slump in worldwide steel demands, but the fact 
remains —the domestic steel market is not sufficient to 
absorb both America’s production and the excess foreign 
production, said Lennie Nielsen, director, Subdistrict 5, 
District 38, United Steel Workers of America. 
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wages of workers to those who are laid off because of im- 
ports, adding that more than 8,000 steel workers are now 
receiving these benefits. 


The country should also pursue the guaranteeing of 
loans to the steel industry for modernization, according 
to Dr. Nanto. 

Another witness referred to stockholders wanting divi- 
dends rather than upgrading their factories, employees 
expecting two to three months’ paid vacation, and 
workers demanding time and a half, double time and 
even triple time for their labor. “We can’t compete in 
that type of fashion,” he said. 

“We should not allow a crisis like this that can be 
handled with existing machinery to lead us gently down 
the path to national economic suicide,” Dr. Nanto said. 

But if many more of the steel mills are required to 
close down, satellite operations will be forced to go out- 
side the U.S. to buy a product that they need for their 
work, according to another witness from the floor. 


Killing U.S. steel industry 


“We have been told for some time now that subsidized 
foreign steel imports are killing the American steel in- 
dustry, State Sen. Robert O. Bowen told the hearing. 


“I hope we never have to look up from the grave and 
say, ‘We told you we were dying.’ ” 


The situation is a ‘federal problem crying out for a 
federal solution,” according to Bowen. 

“On the surface, the problem is simple,” McKay said. 

“Japan and Kurope are committed to a 100 percent 
employment level. ‘The effect of this commitment is that 
Japanese steel companies particularly, with full support 
from their government, are encouraged to export steel to 
the United States at unreasonably low prices. 

“In effect, the Japanese are exporting their unemploy- 
ment to the United States. The problem may be simple, 
but the solutions are elusive and complex,” McKay ad- 
ded. 

In his closing remarks, Murtha said the provisions of 
the Trade Act of 1974 had not been enforced as they 
should have been. z 

He added the government claims their latest proposal 
will cut steel imports from over 20 percent to below 14 
percent. 

“If they don’t follow through with their direction, 
Gunn McKay and I will be there on their back convinc- 
ing them that if the administration doesn’t do it, then 
Congress will do more in order to ensure that the im- 
ports are reduced and that this complex issue is handled 
as quickly and delicately as possible,” Murtha said. 

A general invitation was extended for the submission 
of written testimonies to McKay’s office for inclusion 
with the report of the hearing. 
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in Heritage ski resort 


Wilderness Associates of Provo, developers of the 
Heritage Mountain ski resort, has been accused of 
“operating a fraud” in a lawsuit filed in U.S. District 
Court in Salt Lake City. 

The suit was filed by Hillspring Associates of Orem, a 

land development company, which seeks either $4 
million in damages or cancellation of agreements bet- 
ween the two firms. 
. According to the complaint, Hillspring sold 
Wilderness Associates real estate in Utah County in 
1975 in exchange for 50,000 shares of capital stock. The 
land was to be used as part of the multi-million-dollar 
Heritage Mountain project in the mountains just east of 
Provo. 

The complaint alleges that Wilderness Associates 
“made certain false representations of material facts” to 
induce the plaintiff to purchase securities in:the project. 
In December, 1976, the two companies entered into an 
option agreement, the suit claims, in which Wilderness 
delivered to the plaintiff 10,000 shares of Wilderness 
stock. As part of the agreement, the suit continues, 
Wilderness invested, in Hillspring’s favor, a 10 percent 
venture interest, whereby Hillspring was to get 10 per- 
cent of the net profits of the development. 

Alleged false statements, according to the complaint, 
included: : 

—That Wilderness had acquired “the State Hospital 
property” from Provo subject to no restrictions as to its 
use. 

—*‘That the commencement and completion of defen- 
dant’s development of a major regional ski resort and 
associated residential and commercial development 
would be completed without the issuance of additional 
shares of defendant’s stock in excess of the number 
equal to the number of shares outstanding at Dec. 31, 
1975. 

—“That defendant had concluded subject only to the 
consummation of its pending transactions with plaintiff, 
all necessary arrangements for financing in the approx- 
imate sum of $30 million to cover all the costs and ex- 
penditures associated with the completion of the firm’s 
phase of defendant’s resort, real estate and commercial 
development.” 

The suit charges that the first phase of the project, in- 
cluding the entire base residential and commercial 
development and the funicular railway, was to be com- 
pleted promptly after the start of 1977, with subsequent 
phases to follow in an orderly fashion. 

The suit accuses the defendants of failing to disclose 


essential facts relevant to the transactions. These in- 
cluded: 
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—The city of Provo had “the power to control ab- 
solutely defendant’s development and right to recision”’ 
of the state hospital property if Wilderness did not com- 
plete the project by a certain date in conformity with 
representations to the city. 

Wilderness was issuing its common stock in tran- 
sactions ‘‘for personal benefits of the officers” of 
Wilderness, diluting Hillspring’s interest in the firm. 

—“That defendant has not at any time had in hand 
even good prospects for sufficient financing to even 
begin, let alone prosecute to completion, the first phase, 
or any subsequent phase of the defendant’s overall pro- 
ject.” 

‘The complaint alleges that Wilderness did not have 
the managerial experience, skill, depth, ability, or 
money “to undertake any phase of its project” and had 
no intention of pursuing it in the promised orderly 
fashion. “ 

The suit charges the defendant “operated as a fraud 


or a deceit upon the plaintiff,” and violated federal 
security laws. 


An earlier lawsuit was filed in Fourth District Court in 
Provo by Wilderness, against Hillspring, charging that 
Hillspring “failed to deliver goods and marketable title” 
to the land under the firms’ contracts. This suit asks ti- 
tle to 9.2 acres of land and $25,000 in damages. 

Wilderness Association President Gary Williamson 
over the weekend denied the charges in Hillspring’s 
complaint. He told newsmen Hillspring would “have to 
stand ready to defend themselves for liability for false 
accusations.” Williamson said the matter was being tur- 
ned over to his firm’s attorneys. He stood by earlier 
statements that Wilderness would break ground next 
spring for the project, with completion of the initial con- 
struction phase within two years.

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Cats miss Taylor, 
Ainge pops in 36

Without the services of 6-10 center Alan Taylor, BYU 
was forced to play Idaho State Saturday as cautiously as 
a long-tailed cat in a room full of rocking chairs —in the 
end the rockers: won 94-87. 


‘Taylor, BYU’s mainstay underneath the basket, was 
lost for the evening when a dangerous infection 
developed from an injury he sustained against Reno last 
week. ‘l’aylor and Reno-Nevada’s Edgar Jones collided 
last Monday, and ‘Taylor’s elbow knocked out one of the 
opponent’s teeth. Apparently ‘Taylor did not receive the 
proper medication at the time, as a physician from Reno 
said the injury would heal with a weak drug. However, a 
Pocatello physician acquainted with Coach Arnold 
found ‘Taylor had a bad infection. He said if he played, 
he risked the possibility of the infection spreading 
throughout his body. 


While the Cougars played well against the Bengal 
zone defense, they were burned going down the wire as 
ISU finally took advantage of the mismatch underneath 
with BYU’s 6-7 Kevin Neilsen guarding 6-10 Jeff Cook. 
‘he Bengals pulled away from a 65-65 tie with eight 
minutes left in the contest. 


‘hough both teams had almost identical percentages 
from the floor (ISU 50 percent and BYU 49), the Bengals 
outboarded the Cougars 43-41. 


BYU was forced to play a tight zone and when the 
Cats overplayed the taller Bengals, they risked the 
chance of ISU getting the ball inside, which they finally 
did. 

Despite the loss of ‘Taylor, BYU was not without hus- 
tle, a trademark of Arnold’s “new breed.” The young 
Cougars came back from deficits of 16 and 10 points in 
the first half to tie up the game 41-41. 

Freshman Danny Ainge led all players in scoring, 
hitting 61 percent from the field on 14 of 23, and eight 
for nine at the line. The majority of Ainge’s shots were 
zone breakers from the corner. He also had five steals 
and four rebounds. ISU’s Lawrence Butler had 31 coun- 
ters. 

‘Two other freshmen, Greg Ballif (eight points), and 

Kevin Nielsen (11 points), filled in for regulars Glen 
Roberts (eight points) and Keith Rice (11 points), when 
the two 6-5 forwards got in foul trouble late in the game. 
Scott Runia had eight points and Greg Anderson had 
five. : 
- Both Roberts and Rice were called upon to do the 
board work for BYU and each brought down eight 
rebounds. ‘The ISU victory was the first time the 
Bengals has defeated BYU. 

‘The Cougars will be at home this week in their own 
Cougar Classic, featuring Cal State-Fullerton, William 
and Mary and Montana.

Y law professor becomes new 10th Circuit Court Judge

A special, ceremonial session of the 10th Circuit Court 
was held in the J. Reuben Clark law building Saturday 
to swear in BYU law professor Monroe G. McKay as a 
judge on the 10th Circuit Court. 

Chief Judge David ‘I’. Lewis presided and ad- 
ministered the oath of office to McKay, the second 
Utahn in history to sit on the 10th Circuit Court bench. 

Judge Lewis, the first Utahn to serve on the bench, 
stepped down from active service in administering the 
oath to McKay. He is now on senior status and will con- 
tinue to hear cases when he so chooses. 

Rep. Gunn McKay, D-Utah, presented his younger 
brother to the court and gave a brief summary of his life 
and accomplishments. 

‘The Congressman commended his brother by saying, 
“Were his father and mother here today, they would see 
the fruits of their labors, which instilled in his heart and 
mind the importance of individuality, the importance of 
integrity, the importance of the well-being of those with 
whom you live, and to proceed to accomplish them.” 

Judge Lewis then administered the oath which 
begins, “I do solemnly swear that I will administer 
justice without respect to persons, and do equal right to 
the poor and to the rich, and that I will faithfully and 
impartially discharge and perform all the duties incum- 
bent upon me.” 


Assigns cases 


After administering the oath, Judge Lewis assigned 
McKay 15 cases which he will hear with two other 
judges. 

McKay then addressed the court and audience of 
more than 300 people. He thanked all those who had 
contributed to his training, especially his wife who, 
“bought my professional training with her blood, sweat, 
tears and money.” 

McKay also paid special tribute to Judge Lewis, 
noting he began serving as a judge in Utah 28 years ago. 
During that time, said McKay, Judge Lewis served with 
sacrifice at times, and always with distinction. 

Judge Lewis commended McKay for the qualifica- 
tions he brings to the court and said his talents are 
“desperately” needed. 

Although McKay’s qualifications have never been 
questioned, charges have been leveled against his 
nomination on the grounds it was ‘“‘politically”’ 
motivated. 

Not ‘ideal’ 

The Dec. 5 issue of “lime” reported that the process 
of judicial appointments established by President Car- 
ter was less than ideal. 

‘he article said, ““I'he procedure suffered an em- 
barrassment in September when Carter announced the 
nomination of Monroe McKay. McKay’s brother is 
representative Gunn McKay, a Democrat close to House 
Speaker Tip O'Neill. 

“The nominating panel had McKay on its list, but a 


poll of the Utah State Bar Commission had ranked Salt 
Lake attorney David Watkiss at the top.” 

McKay, however, counters those charges and main- 
tains the process that nominated and confirmed his ap- 
pointment is valid. 

In a Monday Magazine interview last Friday, McKay 
pointed out that in all selection processes of this nature, 
the President must make the final decision, and that 
decision will be based mostly on the advice he receives. 

“In that sense, the political process is always in- 
volved, and to suggest that that’s an unappropriate kind 
of politics seems to be unrealistic. Also, it demonstrates 
a lack of reflection about the process. 

“The principal complaints were that one persons’s ef- 
forts to persuade the President were more successful 
than another person’s efforts.’ 


Decision unchanged 


“Td like to make one thing clear,” he continued. 
“There has been some talk about the fact that the Presi- 
dent’s decision was changed. ‘hat is simply, factually 
incorrect. ‘I'he recommendation of some of his advisors 
was not followed. ‘(he President made one decision the 
first time the matter was presented to him, and he never 
altered that position. 

““There’s no acrimony or bitterness. If there is any, it’s 
certainly not in my heart or in the heart of any of the 
people who have aided my cause. And so far as I know, 
not in anyone else’s.” 

Dignitaries present at the ceremony Saturday in- 
cluded Utah Supreme Court Justice Albert Ellett, U.S. 
District Court Judges A. Sherman Christensen and 
Aldon J. Anderson, and James Lee, president of the 
Utah Bar Association. 

McKay said Gov. Scott Matheson had accepted an in- 
vitation to attend the ceremonies, but was unable to 
come because he was committed to hosting a luncheon 
for the state legislators. : 

After the court adjourned, McKay said he was 
“scared” as he contemplated his new duties. “I think 
the primary thing is to just plunge into the cases,” he 
said. “Within a few days I’ll be reading memorandums 
and briefs of cases I’ll be assigned to hear on the 12th of 
December.” 

McKay said he plans to carefully study the cases 
before the court and consult with his fellow judges sothe 
opinions he writes will give lawyers and the public clear 
reasons for the decisions that are made. 


At junction 


“Major transitions in my life cause me to become pen- 
sive and reflective,” McKay said Friday: ‘“‘As I look at 
my past | am surprised to find myself at this junction, at 
this place in life. : 

“And as a I look at the future I share a sense of 
humility with a very exhilarating excitement.” 

Monroe Gunn McKay, 49, is the son of Elizabeth and 
James Gunn McKay, .a dairy farmer in Huntsville, 
Utah. McKay was born in 1928, and:the Depression had 
left the family with only one cow and a horse. 


“We were a poor family and not well educated. My 
father died when | was 13 — there were 8 children; my 
brother Gunn was only 15 or 16 and he was the eldest. 
We had no assets, only debts from a lingering illness 
that exceeded any hope of ever paying them off. Our 
personal world for the children was very limited. I think 
I'd been as far away as Salt Lake City once.”’ 


Scrubbed manure 


“I used a broom to scrub the manure off my shoes that 

I milked cows in so that I could wear them to school. We 
were not particularly very popular children in the 
neighborhood.” 
._ As he was reflecting on the beginning of his law prac- 
tice, McKay realizes that “I did not seek for what people 
normally call achievement. My interest has been in 
human beings and in the sphere in which I find myself. 
So I’ve not planned to be a judge, or a governor, or a 
senator, or a professor or a dean. I planned to be a good 
lawyer.” ; 

Franz M. Johansen, BYU professor of art and design, 
remembers McKay’s early life. 

“We grew up on the same street in the same town. 
Monroe’s father died when he was quite young and they 
had to get out and scratch. Life wasn’t handed to them 
on a silver platter and thats why they’re the kind of peo- 
ple they are.” 

Another problem of life in Huntsville was a lack of 
quality teachers, Johansen says. “We didn’t like school 
— I know Monroe didn’t.” As a result, Johansen adds, 
“Neither of us were particularly good students, but we 
were close to the earth.” 


Very independent 
He also notes McKay was very independent. ‘His 


mother had a great influence on his life,” he says. “She 
was a great, powerful woman, but even at that, I’m sure 
Monroe wanted to do his own thing.” 

For McKay, that meant serving in the Marine Corps 
for two years, working at numerous odd jobs and serving 
an LDS mission in South Africa and Rhodesia. 

Johansen feels these experiences helped McKay 
mature and later excel in college. McKay graduated 
fifth in his class from BYU in 1957 and in the top three 
percent of his class at the University of Chicago Law 
School. 

According to McKay, however, those marks of ex- 
cellence did not come easily. ‘‘Really, for quite unad- 
mirable reasons I wound up at BYU as a 25-year-old

semi-illiterate freshman,” he says. 

“When I say semi-illiterate, I really mean that. A 
teacher named Ross Esplin had me in a class that had a 
number so low that I don’t think it was in the catalog for 


English.” Group of losers 


“We met in a barrack and I must say, that in terms of 


"prospects for the group, we were as fine a group of losers 


as there were in the world.” 

McKay recounts the first assignment he had to hand 
in. “When the paper came back, it looked like he’d cut 
his throat over it. 


“He’d drawn a dark line at the bottom of the last page — 
and beneath it he put a ‘D-minus’ and wrote, ‘Monroe, 
you didn’t earn this, but I didn’t want you to get 
discouraged.’ 

“The subsequent attempts were precious little better. 
But that particular teacher inspired me significantly 
with a statement on the bottom on one of those 
diasasters which said, ‘Monroe, I think you have some 
good ideas, but you'll never persuade other people 
unless you learn to put those ideas into the same code 
that other people use.’ 

“And in that single statement the idea of language 
opened up to me, and in that instant the understanding 
of language came to me. And it has been my principal 
vehicle in every thing that I’ve done since that time. 


Work and luck : 


“I managed, through hard work and a little bit of 
luck, to ultimately become a good student.” 

After graduating from law school in 1960, McKay 
worked for one year as a clerk for Arizona Supreme 
Court Justice Jesse Udall. He then worked for Lewis and 
Roca, a law firm in Phoenix, and served for two years as 
the director of U.S. Peace Corps in Malawi, Africa. 

He returned to Lewis and Roca from 1966 to 1974 and 
came to BYU in 1974. 

Reflecting on his background and the changes that 
have taken place, McKay says, “As I look back at the 
prospects for an ill-educated country boy, from a family 
who had no college-educated members in it, wallowing

in the depths of the Depression, a runaway at age 15, the 
transition that’s taken place seems almost inconceivable 
to me.” 


Prepared for job 


“There are a number of callings for lawyers and all are 
good preparation for becoming a judge,” said Rex Lee, 
dean of the J. Reuben Clark Law School. . 

“Monroe has had all of them. He’s been involved in 
each long enough to get the depth and breadth necessary 
for a judge. And, everywhere he’s been, his colleagues 
appre as we do here, the quality of work he has 

one.” 

Lee also said, “He not only has a great intellect and 
‘profound insight, but a sense of humor as well. 

“The very first year he taught his class in contracts, 
the Friday before Thanksgiving weekend, he came 
dressed to class as the Great Pumpkin.” 

Originally McKay thought he would teach at BYU for 


six years. A faculty member in the days the law classes . 


were held in “Saint Reubens,’’ McKay has played a key 
role in the development of the law school, according to 
Dean Lee. . 


Promise of failure 


At first, McKay declined Dean Lee’s offer to teach at 
BYU, but “When he returned again with a very serious 
proposal, I thought I ought to weigh whether this would 
be a fulfilling thing for me personally — to be involved 
in a venture that had great promise of failure and a little 
promise of success. 

“While I’m not a mountain man by disposition, I do 
like a little adventure. ‘Chis seemed to be a great adven- 
ture, and certainly a worthy enterprise.” 

McKay said the progress of the law school was ahead 
of schedule, according to his own aspirations, and this 
was a good time to leave. 

“It has been a joyous undertaking and so it’s not a bad 
time to leave, feeling that the institution is going well. 


Nice things ‘baloney’ 


“My colleages are very nice to say nice things about 
me, how great I’ve been at the law school, and it’s all a 
bunch of baloney; but the sentiment is genuine and 
that’s a nice thing to leave on.” 

The change of profession for McKay will mean 
another change for the McKay family, but they do not 
think their lives will change very much. 

“We're all excited about him being judge and all that, 
but Dad will still be Dad,” daughter Michele McKay 
Elison says. “I think it should be an interesting court, 
‘he man is a riot, a character. He’s the one that gave 
Grandma fits.” : 

A “character” is also the description Mrs. McKay 
gives her husband, “Just because he always does the un- 
usual, the unexpected. Just before we were married, he 
spoke at a ward and someone came up and said, ‘Life 
will never be boring for you.’ 'hat’s been true.” 

“The judgeship. is going to mean he’ll be away from 
home more, and | like having him around. I really think 


While at BYU McKay served as student body 
president and graduated fifth in his class. 


he’ll be a very good judge, and for that reason, I’m will- 
ing to make the ‘sacrifice.’ ” 

McKay, commenting on his judgeship says, “I think 
the principal challenge is to first of all be sufficiently 
self-conscious to have an open mind, and to know where 
1 am likely to be responding to personal urges so that I 
can analyze those. 


“And second, to draw my judgements from a deep un- 
derstanding of the history and traditions of the law, 
because the stability of our society comes from the law 
growing from its own roots rather than coming from the 
whims of judges.” 

Basing decisions on sound legal principles is critical to 
the people involved, McKay says, because, “If they 
sense that a judge is personal, vindictive, that he’s not 
thoughtful, that he ignores or abandons existing princi- 
ples of law, they’re not going to be satisfied with the 
judicial system and we’re going to wind up beating each 
other’s brains out with clubs.” 


Best man 


McKay’s son James, 19, believes his father will attain 
those goals. “I’m very proud, and of course I’m biased, 
but 1 think he’s the best man for the job. I know he’s a 
very unbiased man and will make a good judge. Race or 
seated anything like that will not affect any decision he 
makes.” 


Son-in-law Jeff Elison agrees and adds, “Even though 
his political leanings tend to be very different than 
mine, you’d never worry about him in this position 
because his first concern is-for people. A person of any 
political persuasion can go to him with confidence.” 

A combination of many things has prepared Monroe 
McKay to serve as a judge. 


Heart, mind, soul 


“It is experience and genuine, personal engagement 
with humanity. My ne’re-do-well record suddenly 
becomes a virtue. But I’ve been involved heart, mind 
and soul with human beings from mud-hut villages, toa 
few of the intellectual and socially elite in our society. 


“And I have felt their aspirations and disappoint- 
ments; l’ve tried to comprehend their perspectives; but 
above all else, ’ve been blessed in recent years with a 
capacity to love and care, and I think that’s prepared me 


more than anything else. 


“A judge should not be the captive of the government, 
or of his historical institutional identifications,” he con- 
cludes. “But rather the captive of what was conceived in 
the constitution — as an administrator of -a legal 
system.” 


Although McKay is committed to serving well, with 
dignity and professional excellence, he does not intend 
to forget the skills he gained in Huntsville. 

“And when you don’t find me on the bench,” he says, 
you may find me up to my knees in horse manure, tack- 
ing on shoes because that’s where | go to get my head 
together.” 
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
